Lin this way they tried their utmost 
to suppress the development of national minorities, Culturaily, they curb the development 
of the national minorities under the slogans of forming a “cultural community" and “a 
linguistic community.”

(Yext]) Peking, 1° Sep (AFP)--China and Japan will extend by five years the trade agree- 
ment they signed in February as a result of theiy peace and friendship treaty concluded 
last month, visiting Japanese Trade Minister Toshio Komoto announced here today. 


The trade agreement signed between the two countries is the largest coneluded by China 
with an industrialised country so far, The agreement provided for a trade volume of 
$20,000 million by 1985 but Japan was already China's first economic partner before ites 


signing. 


Mr Komoto, who arrived here on Monday tor a fiveeday official visit, had talks with 
deputy premiers in charge of economic matters Li Hsienenien and Kang Shiheen, 


The Japanese winister said that China had requested Japan's aid to help develop its coal- 
mining industry following difficulties in the production of electricity for industrial 
needs. Mr Komoto said the two countries agreed to Sign a scientific and technolovical 


ayreement, 


The Japanese winister also nad talks with officials of the Bank of China to discuss the 
possible financing of Japanese industrial projects in China, 


My Komoto and Chinese officials agreed to have rerular consultations at ministerial level

[Text] Peking 14 Sep (KyODO)--The problem of financing plant exports to China was vir- 
tually solved Wednesday at a meeting here between International Trade and Industry 
Minister Toshic Komoto, curvently visiting China, and Li Paoshua, president of the 


People's Bank cf China. 


At the meeving which lasted for 2 hours at the People's Bank of China in Peking, Komoto 
explained Japan's position that it was impossible to reduce the interest rate on the 
loans to be furnished by the Japan Export-Import Bank to finance plant es to China 
to less than 7.25 percent a year. 


He said Japan was bound by the centleman's agreement among member nations of the Organiza- 
tion for Economic Cooperation and Development (SECD) that required the advanced nations 
to exercise self-restraint in financing exports, 


The Chinese side accepted this explanation, making it clear for the first time that 
China would accept Japan's conditions for commercial credits. China was insisting on 
a rate of 6 to 7 percent a year. It is expected that the negotiations on plant exports 
to China will now be accelerated following settlement of the problem of export credits.

The 
inclusion of Mr Chao, merely a provincial cadre, in Chairman Hua's entourage on the 
East European and Middle East trip has caused raised eyebrows among specialists in 
Chinese Communist affairs, Mr Liang said. The article indicated that it would be a 
matter of time before Mr Chao receives a position in the central government. He is 
presently an alternate member of the Politburo and vice chairman of the Politica! 
Consultative Conference. 


Mr Chao is said to have faithfully carried out Mr Teng's policies in Szechwan. He was 
been extremely enthusiastic in revamping the party organization, enharching rural economy, 
reversing old cases and liquidatirg remnants of the "gang of four." Mr Chao himself was 

a victim in the Cultural Revolution. 


The article suggested that Mr Teng would most likely make Mr Chao director of the Office 
of the Chinese Communist Party Central so as to relieve part of his own workload, or 
fill the heretofore abolished position of party secretary general, as the first step 
toward succeeding him. 


Chairman Hua, on the other hand, seems to be in favour of maintaining the present status 

quo, stalling every opportunity for Mr Chao's promotion to the party central, the article 
further reported. Mr Hua is considered by Chinese Nationalists as a Cultural Revolution 

beneficiary and a rival to Mr Teng Hsiao-ping.

Amyone who discovers and collects such medical nerbs must 
permitted to own them and be compensated with cacn if they intend to sell them. We mist 
insure enforcement of the law that calls for cash awards to people who diccover certain 
varieties of wild medical herds. When they are harvesting "minor autumn crops,’ the 
vast numbers of commmne members must be taught to pay attention to protecting the nation 
tural resources. In the meantime, they should be permitted to harvest wild crops in t 
mountains under the increased technical cuidance of the collectives.

(Excerpts |] The late Comrade Ho Chi-fang, a prominent literary critic in our country, 
an influential article ‘On the Story of Liang Shan-po and Chu Ying-tai" in the 
early 1950's, He made this correct assessment of the legendary story: "It very eeandie 
Lses ure love that binds a young man and woman. The bond is so strong that 
he feudal society's marriage system nor death can separate them. Although 
Liang Shan-po dies broken-hearted, Chu Ying-tai refuses to go to the family of Ma [a 
Lv > L for Chu's love!. After imploring tne gods for the eeceased, Liang's 
tomb suddenly opens in a thunderstorm and she jumps into the grave.’ 


For over 1000 years, the story of Liang Shanepo and Chu Ying-tai has been widely 

reulated. The Shaohsing opera, an improved adaptation of the original stace 

yroduetion “Liang Shan-po and Chu Ying-tai,"” is even more papase r and has cen based 

on popular folklore. However, ever since the “sang of four" dished ur the theory of 

‘dictatorship of the sinister line in literature and art," fine works of literature and 
including outstanding classic literature and art were indiscriminately suppressed

in the wave of reactionary trends of thought that was stirred AD at that time. [paragraph 
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Consequently, the Shaohsing opera "Liang Shan-po and Chu Ying-tai" along with other 
literary and stage adaptations of popular folklore were inexplicably branded as "a 
sinister example of feudalism, capitalism and revisionism” a.c "a decadent echo of 
plays on the scholavs-and-beauties theme." The opera was there*ore banned and was 
in fact pronounced dead. This was something rare and strange at a time when the 
opera "Liang Shan-po and Chu Ying-tai" was e:.Joying great popularity. 


The problem of marriage and love, as everybody knows, is an important social issue. 

In China's protracted reudal society, there were pereni.ial contradictions between 
parents and their children regarding matrimonial matters. This means that parental 
authority over arranged marriages was often determined by the social status of the 
contemplating families entering into matrimonial relationship. Therefore, China's 

feudal marriage system was the source of many family tragedies. HWeudal conventions 
which deprived young people of botn sexes the right to express their love for each 
other were also responsible for many similar tragedies. From the story of Liang Shan-po 
and Chu Ying-tai and otier works depicting family tragedies, we not only see the 

evil of the feudal marriage system exposed but more importantly we see resistance to 


the system, 


In the history of Chinese literature and drama, we can find that many plays on love 
stories were staged in the Sung and Yuan periods. with a crop of new versions appearing 
after ‘he Yuan era. Some of them were in varying degrees particularly refreshing 

n their approaches to love and achieved a new level in artistic accomplishment. An 


outstanding example in this regard was Tang Hsien-chu's "The Peony Pavilion." 


We also find that during the "4 May" period, outstanding writers who were firmly 
opposed to imperialism and feudalism used popular love stories and plays on the love 
theme to carry out their fight. Kuo Mo-jo was one of them. His well-known "Three 
Rebel Women," based on such historical figures as Tso Wen-chun and others, was severe 
in criticizing the feudal forces. In an article commenting on "The Story of the West 
Chamber," he said: “The vebel spirit and revolution, at any rate, are the mothers 

of all art." ("Criticizing the Artistic Attributes of the West Chamber and the 
Character of Its Author") Comrade Kuo Mo-jo's angry outbursts against feudalism were 
in fact touched off by rebellious works produced in ancient times. 


We are now clear about the "gang of four's" reactionary behavior and their ideological 
approach to totally rejecting, negating and banning ancient plays on love stories and 
those expressing democratic ideas and the rebel spirit. Despite the very "leftist" 
stand they took against "feudalism, capitalism and revisionism" they were in fact 

on the side of those diehards with fedual leanings wh® were opposed to the works of 
ancient writers who advocated democratic concepts. The "gang of four" therefore were 
vicious antagonists of Marxism as well as stubborn reactionaries opposed to the "4 May" 
spirit. 

As very mood teachers.by negative example, the "gang of four" thus opened our eyes ‘c 
their perverted actions and enriched our experience in the great damage and poison 
caused and spread by them.
